Mdlle. Julia Heinke, a young pianiste, and a pupil of Moscheles, gave 
a concert last night at the Hanover Square Rooms. The d¢hutante must 
have been gratified by the flattering reception from such a numerous as- 
semblage of amateurs andartists. It may be presumed that under the 
tuition of such a classical master as Melle. Heinke had the good fortune 
to study, that she has acquired the a tributes and peculiarities of Mo- 
scheles’ style. His accurate conception of a composer’s meaning and 
neatness of execution in carrying it out, were qualities recognised with 
great satisfaction in Mademoiselle Heinke, and more is to be argued in 
favour of her career from this sound display of musical kuowledge, than 
if she had indulged in the exhibition of mere manual dexterity. She 
must regard, as one of the most eventful instances of good fortune, 
that she had the honour of being associated with Mendelssohn and Mo- 
scheles, in the clever composition of the latter, entited «Hommage a 
Beethoven,” a concertante for three pianofortes. The programme opened 
with an ottetto by Mendelssohn, for four violins, two tenors, and two 
violoncellos, played by Blagrove, W.Thomas, Van Maanen, W. Bla- 
grove, Hill, Lyon, Hausmann, and Banister. Herr Sachse, the great 
German trumpeter, received thunders of applause in some bravura varia- 
tions. The voéalists were Madame Castellan, Madame Manara, and 
Miss Duval, Mr. Weise, and Mr. Marras, the latter being encored in 
“ Una pertiva lagrona.” Moscheles conducted. 

Theatrical Lesseeship —I\t is gratifying to learn that theatrical enter- 
prise is reviving. The Brighton theatre was lately advertised to be let. 
Scarcely had the advertisement appeared when the doors of the pro- 
prietor were besieged by applicants for the lesseeship, amongst whom 
the competition was extraordinarily spirited. Each applicant was more 
certain than his predecessor of the success of his management; each 
more liberal in his offers, or (which in managerial parlance, is the same 
thing) his promises. In listening to the various proposals which were 
made to him, the manager found so much of his time was occupied as to 
leave him little for other purposes. This occupation, however, to a gen- 
uleman possessed of a theatre which he is desirous of letting, could not 
have been but delightful. Still, from some unimaginable reason, he re- 
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jected all offers, how advaatageous soever which were made to him. By 
some of the unsuccessful candidates it was hinted that he was difficult, 
even to fastidiousness, to satisfy. This might have been true, or it 
might not ; but cer'ain it is, that having caused i: to be announced that 
no one need apply for his theatre who had not some little capital —a little, 
but some—to embark in the speculation, from that moment till this not 
a single application has heen made for it! and serve him right. How 
differently are matters of this kind set: led in London.
